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FOLLOWING IS TEXT OF WORKING PAPER PROVIDED BY KENYAN 
DELEGATION: 


1 . FACED WITH THE DETERIORATING SITUATION IN THE HORN OF 
AFRICA AND CONSIDERING THE SOVIET PENETRATION IN THE RE- 
GION AND THE MILITARY STRENGTH OF KENYA'S NEIGHBORING 
STATES, WE HAVE BEEN LEFT WITH NO ALTERNATIVE BUT TO EX- 
PAND OUR ARMED FORCES TO A LEVEL ADEQUATE TO DEFEND OUR 
TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY. OUR IMMEDIATE TARGET IS TO EXPAND 
AND MODERNIZE OUR CURRENT MILITARY STRENGTH TO ONE ARMY 
DIVISION AND A SIZEABLE AIR FORCE. 
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ARTILLERY: 

2. FROM THE LESSONS LEARNT FROM THE OGADEN WAR, IT HAS 
BECOME EVIDENT THAT OUR LIMITED SHORT RANGE ARTILLERY 
CANNOT MATCH THE RUSSIAN MADE 130MM AND 122MM ARTILLERY 
GUNS. TO COUNTER THIS THREAT, OUR ARMY SHOULD BE EQUIPPED 
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WITH AT LEAST A BATTALION OF THE 155 MM HOWITZERS. ADDI- 
TIONALLY THE CURRENT LIMITED CLOSE SUPPORT ARTILLERY 

CAPABILITY SHOULD BE INCREASED BY TWO MORE ARTILLERY 
BATTALIONS EQUIPPED WITH 105 MM HOWITZERS. 

ARMOUR AND MOBILITY 

3. IN ORDER TO DEFEAT THE RUSSIAN MADE T54/55 TANKS 
FOUND IN THE ARMED FORCES OF NEIGHBOURING STATES. OUR 
ARMY NEEDS AT LEAST THREE TANK BATTALIONS AND A COMPLI- 
MENTARY TOW AND BAZOOKA ANTI-TANK WEAPON SYSTEMS. 

4. CONSIDERING KENYA'S EXTENSIVE BORDER AREAS AND THE 
VERY LIMITED MILITARY RESOURCES, AN ELEMENT OF THE ARMY 
SHOULD BE MOBILE SO THAT FORCES CAN BE EASILY AND QUICKLY 
MOVED FROM ONE SECTOR TO ANOTHER AS THE SITUATION MAY 
DICTATE. TO ENSURE THIS MOBILITY AND FLEXIBILITY WE 

NEED HELICOPTERS AND ARMORED PERSONNEL CARRIERS. 

AIR DEFENSE 

5. IN ORDER TO DEFEND OUR AIR SPACE AND AT THE SAME TIME 
PROVIDE ADEQUATE CLOSE AIR SUPPORT TO THE ARMY, OUR AIR 
FORCE REQUIRES AT LEAST ONE COMPLETE GROUND ATTACK 
SQUADRON OF TWELVE A4 SKYHAWK AIRCRAFT, AND ADDITIONAL 
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ONE FIGHTER SQUADRON OF TWELVE F-5 E AIRCRAFT. TO SUPPLE- 
MENT THIS WE ALSO REQUIRE ANTI-AIRCRAFT DEFENSE CAPABILI- 
TY SUCH AS WOULD BE PROVIDED BY THE HAWK, ROLAND AND 
REDEYE SYSTEMS. 

SUMMARY 

6. THE LIST OF OUR REQUIREMENTS IS NOT BY ANY MEANS 
EXHAUSTIVE. THIS SITUATION MAY IN FACT WARRANT MORE THAN 
WE ARE ASKING. HOWEVER WE REALIZE THE PROBLEMS INVOLVED 
IN ABSORBING TOO MUCH NEW EQUIPMENT WITHIN A SHORT TIME. 

WE ARE THEREFORE ASKING FOR WHAT WE CONSIDER OUR MINIMUM 
REQUIREMENT. 

7. IN CONCLUSION WE MUST EMPHASIZE THAT THE ARMS WILL BE 
USED PURELY FOR DEFENSE. IN THE PAST KENYA HAS BEEN VERY 
RELUCTANT TO SQUANDER OUR LIMITED ECONOMIC RESOURCES ON 
UNNECESSARY MILITARY SPENDING. WE HAVE HOWEVER REACHED A 
STAGE WHERE A MEASURE OF STRENGTH IS IMPERATIVE, IF ONLY 

AS A DETERRENT. OUR AIM IS TO MAINTAIN PEACE AND STA- 
BILITY IN KENYA. THIS WE CAN ONLY ACHIEVE THROUGH 
STRENGTH. 
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
